WORLD  CATTLE  HIDE.  CAIF.  AND 


KIP  SKIN  FRODUCTION  AND  TRADE 


CATTI£  Him  PRODUCTION 


World  cattle  hide  production  has  been  at  a  record  level  during  recent  years. 
The  outturn  in  i960  of  I6U  million  pieces  was  13  percent  above  the  I95I-55 
average.    Production  for  I96I  is  estimated  at  about  the  same  level  as  the 
year  before. 

The  Iftiited  States  is  the  leading  cattle  hide  producer,  accounting  for  I7  per- 
cent of  the  world  total  in  I96O.    Ihe  U.S.S.R.  was  the  second  most  important 
country  by  a  considerable  margin.    Argentina  retained  third  place  despite  a 
35  percent  decline  in  production  since  1958* 


The  Iftiited  States  and  Argentina  have  dominated  world  trade  in  cattle  hides 
for  a  number  of  years.    During  I96O,  together  they  accounted  for  60  percent 
of  the  total  trade  from  the  13  leading  exporting  countries.    Exports  from  the 
liiited  States  reached  an  alltime  high  in  I96O,  and  alone  amounted  to  over 
one-third  of  the  world  trade. 

However,  competition  from  other  countries  has  strengthened  in  recent  years. 
Shlpnents  from  Canada,  Australia,  South  Africa,  and  New  Zealand  are  expected 
to  increase  significantly  over  the  next  few  years. 

Japan,  Italy,  and  West  Germany  are  the  principal  cattle  hide  buyers.  Biey 
took  almost  half  the  total  imports  in  I96O,  and  together  with  the  U.S.S.R. 
and  the  Netherlands,  accounted  for  67  percent  of  the  hide  import  trade. 


TRADE  IN  CATTIE  HIDES 


Some  European  coimtries,  notably  West  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  and  France 
are  prominent  exporters  as  well  as  importers  of  cattle  hides. 


U.S.  Trade. — In  I96O,  the  United  States  exported  25  percent  of  the  cattle 
hide  production.    This  was  more  ttian  double  the  proportion  exported  during 
1951-55.    U.S.  shipments  during  I960  totaled  6.9  million  pieces,  compared 
with  h,l  million  the  previous  year,  and  a  3*0  million  average  for  I95I-55. 

Trade  with  Japan — ^long  a  major  market  for  U.S.  hides — skyrocketed  in  i960  to 
more  than  dcaible  the  volume  delivered  in  195 9 *  sjid  was  equal  to  35  percent  of 
total  U.S.  exports.    Sales  to  the  Netherlands  were  also  up  shaxply  to  more 
than  double  the  previous  year.  i 

Five  countries— Japan,  the  Netherlands,  West  Geirmany,  Jfexico,  and  Canada—  I 

received  almost  four-fifths  of  U.S.  shipnents  in  I96O.    Trade  with  the  I 

U.S.S.R.  reached  a  significant  level  for  the  first  time.    The  volume  I 

delivered  to  the  t&iited  Kingdom  dropped  sharply  during  1959  and  I96O.  I 

Little  change  appears  in  prospect  for  e^qports  of  hides  and  skins  in  I962.  \ 
The  long-term  outlook  is  for  increased  competition  from  substitute  materials 
that  may  reduce  markets  both  at  heme  and  abroad.    On  the  other  hand,  there 
are  large  areas  of  the  world  where  the  people  cannot  yet  afford  leather 
shoes I  these  markets  could  consume  much  larger  quantities  of  leather  as 
consumer  purchasing  power  and  standards  of  living  increase. 

U.S.  exports  of  hides  and  skins  to  the  EEC  countries — at  present  an  important 
market— are  expected  to  remain  duty  free  under  the  new  agricultural  policy; 
therefore,  no  reduction  is  expected  in  the  volume  of  U.S.  trade.    Ifeny  of  the 
leather  goods  which  the  Uhited  States  is  currently  importing  from  Common 
Lfexket  countries  are  manufactured  from  U.S.  hides  and  skins. 

Other  Expoft-inp;  Countries. — ^Argentine  trade  in  cattle  hides  has  gradually 
shifted  from  Western  Europe  to  the  Soviet  Bloc  coimtries,  the  latter  taking 
almost  two-thirds  of  Argentina's  hides  during  I960.    Trade  with  the 
Netherlands  and  West  Germany  was  well  below  the  I95I-55  average  and  approxi- 
mately one  third  of  the  volxame  moved  in  1957. 

Although  exports  from  West  Germany  and  the  Netherlands  have  increased  sharply 
since  1956,  these  countries  continue  to  be  net  importers  by  a  considerable 
margin.    The  largest  market  for  Canadian  cattle  hides ^s  usually  been  the 
IMited  States,  but  the  volvune  of  U.S.  hides  shipped  to  Canada  has  generally 
been  considerably  larger.    Italy  has  been  the  principal  market  for  South 
African  hides.    Japan  purchased  all  but  a  fraction  of  Austi-alia's  hides  in 
i960. 

ImTOrting  Countries.— !Ihfi  United  States  supplied  about  80  percent  of  Japan's 
hide  requirements  in  I960,  with  Australia  and  Canada  delivering  most  of  the 
remainder. 

Italy  received  hides  from  many  countries.    During  I96O,  West  Germany,  South 
Africa,  France,  and  the  Uaited  States  were  the  principal  sources. 
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The  Iftiited  States  supplied  27  percent  of  West  German  hide  imports  during  I960, 
a  much  larger  share  than  during  recent  years. 

CALF  SKIN  ERODITTION 

World  production  of  calf  skins  has  been  declining,  and  in  1959  ^  the  output 
of  30.7  million  pieces  was  I8  percent  below  I956.    Ihe  Uaited  States  is  the 
principal  producing  country,  accoxinting  for  more  than  one-third  of  the  total 
outtxim  during  recent  years.    However,  U.S.  production  dropped  to  9,k  million 
pieces  in  1959*  a  decline  of  3^  percent  in  comparison  with  I956. 

France,  Poland,  and  West  Germany  are  the  major  calf  skin  producers  in  Europe. 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  Canada  are  other  impoartant  producers. 

TRADE  IN  CALP  AND  KIP  SKINS 

The  Ifiiited  States  has  been  the  largest  exporter  of  calf  and  kip  skins  during 
the  past  10  years.    U.S.  exports  for  I96O  amounted  to  2.1  million  pieces,  a 
substantial  increase  over  the  previous  yeax,  but  35  percent  below  the  high 
level  of  1957*    Canada,  Japan,  Italy,  West  Germany,  and  the  Netherlands  are 
the  principal  markets  for  U.S.  hides  and  in  i960  collectively  took  over 
four-fifths  of  the  total  exports. 

New  Zealand  was  the  second  most  important  supp2aer  during  I96O  with  most  of 
the  shipments  going  to  West  Germany,  the  Uhited  Kingdom,  and  Italy. 

West  Germany,  Italy,  Japan,  and  Prance  have  been  the  major  importers  of  calf 
and  kip  skins  and  have  taken  all  but  a  fraction  of  international  shipments 
in  recent  years.
